Truck Boulevard. 


OLD ROMAN HIGHWAY 
THE ORDERED. 


NE of the finest commercial 
boulevards in the world is 
soon to be added to the good 
roads of Los Angeles county. The 
Board of Supervisors voted yester- 
day in favor of construction of the 
Harbor Truck boulevard, authoriz- 
ing Road Commissioner Joyner to 
advertise immediately for work on 
the first half of the rohd. 

Practically every commercial or- 


ganization in the county has peti- 
tioned for the construction of this 
practically indestructible highway to 
be devoted exclusively to trucks, 


which are to be kept off the other 
boulevards to the harbor when it is 


finished. The first link will cost ap- 
proximately $145,000 and will cover 
& distance of about ten miles, run- 
ning from Los Angeles to Compton. 

The road will follow Alameda street 
out of the city and will parallel the 
Southern Pacific tracks to the ocean. 
It is expected to be as permanent 
as the old Roman roads that after 
centuries are still in use in certain 
parts of Europe. The width decided 
upon is twenty-four feet. 

An 8-inch base of granite rock will 
be laid as a foundation. This will 
be covered with eight inches of con- 
crete and the top will be surfaced to 
prevent erosion of the concrete by 
the heavy pounding of the trucks. 
The appropriation for the work is 
made from the general fund.

OUR YOUNGER BROTHERS. 


{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES) 
BY THEODORE E. BURTON, 
Formerly Senator From Ohio. 
HE conditions which have 
grown out of the Buropean 
war have created in the 
United States a renewed friendship 
for the countries to the south of 
us and a feeling that the nations of 
the western hemisphere have. 
many interests in common quite 
apart from those of Europe. This 
feeling is bowhd to draw us much 
closer to the South American na- 
tions whose ambitions, whose 
struggles, and whose history have 
been so much akin to our own. 
The people of North and South 
America in the past have not un- 
derstood each other. We have not 


not realized our motives. 
of the ties which should have bound 
us closely together at all times, in 
the past century there have been 
many misunderstandings. These 
have been due to essential differ- 
ences in race, traditions and lian- 
guage. They have also been the re 
sult of that ever present distrust 
which is always felt by smaller 
countries toward larger and more 
powerful nations situated in geo- 
graphical proximity. They have 
magnified what they called the 
North American Peril. They have 
not understood correctly our Mon- 
roe doctrine and they have feared 
that through it we were seeking to 
exercise a suzerainty over them. 
That suspicion has gradually disap- 
peared and the South American pa- 
tions are now more willing to co 
operate with us in the great inter- 
=— questions which face us all 
alike. 

On the other hand we of the 
United States are essentially igno- 
rant of the peoples and the con- 
ditions of the South American con- 
tinent. We do not appreciate what 
a truly remarkable people they are. 
Buenos Aires, for example, has a 
population of 2,000,000 people and 
in splendor it compares favorably 
with Vienna and Brussels and even 
with Paris. Its people heard many 
of the world’s greatest opera sing- 
ers even before we heard them in 
New York City. It boasts a sub- 
way system, sald to be superior to 
that of New York, and it has one 
club with a membership of 2000 in 
which the initiation fee is $1500 in 


most attractive. Their 
and hospitality are flattering and 
proverbial. Their constitutions and 
forms of government are based on 
our own. Many of them are even 
more progressive in some of their 
reforms. For instance, in Argen- 
tina is compulsory and any 
one who to cast his vote is 
punished by a fine. 

Contrary to the general belief 
I found that those countries were 
not being widely colonized by Ger- 
mans. In fact most South Amert- 
can immigrants are Italians and 
Spanish. In Buenos Aires, for illus 
tration, in addition to a large popu- 
lation of Spanish and Italian birth, 
there are 40,000 English, 35,000 
Germans, and 30,000 French. Of 
Americans there were only 400. 
This explains in itself why we are 
so unfamiliar with South American 
conditions, and why we have made 
so little progress in developing a 
creditable South American trade. 

I look for an unprecedented in- 
dustrial and commercial develop- 
ment in those countries in the near 
future. South America is today 
the granary of the world. It raises 
enormous quantities of grain and 
meat products and we are already 
importing these commodities from 
there. On the other hand South 
America furnishes an excellent mar- 
ket for a great variety of manufac- 
tured articles in which we special- 
ize, such as boots and shoes, leather 
goods, textiles, chemicals, machine 
tools, indeed almost every line of 
manufactured products. Very little 
manufacturing is conducted in these 
countries, partly because they do 
not possess the requisite capital. 
In the past they have depended on 
the European nations for even the 
for -gathering 


the war they suffered a serious de 
pression and they have now begun 
to turn to the United States for 
this necessary capital. In order to 
promote our relations with those

facilities. 
With proper study, alded by en- 
ergy and veness we can 
develop a very substantial export 
trade with South Ame but this 
cannot be by mere pleasure 
trips or summer excursions. We 
must study the people and their 
methods of life, and we must con- 
form to their manner of doing 
business. We must send there men 
who will become familiar with the 
country, its habits, the custonis of 
the people and their language? men 
who are willing to stay there and 
make their homes in South Amer- 
ica. The lessons of the European 
war have aroused public interest in 
the project of a Pan-American doc 
trine based upon the idea that the 
republics .of America, both North 
and South, must unite to face the 
problems of a common destiny. In 
the meantime we owe it to our 
selves and we owe it t these re-

The 
Councilmen opine that both propo- 
sitions would have carried if they 
had been on the ballot alone. The 
telephone issue was the cause of 
their defeat, say the city dads and 
many others.
